As a special target for taxation, 
the oil industry has surely been made 
jthe golden egg for government trea- 
suries,

southern United States oil produc- 
tion is now taxed so heavily that the 
oil industry pays 42.4 per cent of all 
taxes levied by state and local .gov- 
ernments, although its property con- 
stitutes only 19 per cent of the total 
true. yalue of taxable properties 
within a given area.

A spectroscope to be exhibited at 
the 1938 British Industries Fair can 
detect carbon monoxide poisoning by 
examining the light passing through 
a sample of blood, and, by determin- 
ing the exact amount of poisonous 
matter present, can lead the way to 
an effective cure. 

Another remarkable instrument to 
be seeh at the fair is the Diabet- 
ometer by which the presence of an 
excess of sugar in the patient's sys- 
tem can be eagily ascertained. 

People nowadays are less given to 
ignoring the forecasts of the ‘clerk 
of the weather,” for those prophecies 
are now found to be based on sound 
‘evidence. 

One of the instruments which 
make weather forecasts not only 
possible but extraordinarily exact is 
Dr. .Dobson’s ozone spectrometer, 
also to be seen at the coming B.LF. 

It has been found that, 30 miles 
above the earth, in the upper atmos- 
| phere, is a Jayer of-ozone (a kind of 

warm blanket) which varies in thick- 
ness according to the weather. condi- 
tions, 

By measuring the layer of ozone, 
a speedy and accurate forecast can 
be made.

Judgment-Proof Drivers 


Carry No Insurance On Car In. Case’ 
Of Accidents 

The Chambre de Commerce has 
suggested. an amendment to the 
Motor Vehicle Act which, if adopted, 
would tend to make Quebec roads 
safer for responsible drivers. Briefly, 
what is suggested is that in the case 
of an accident the license of the per- 
son to blame for it should, if he is 
found’ to be uninsured and firlancially 
{rresponsible, be suspended — until 
such time as’ he either takes out in- 
surance, furnishes a bond or other- 
wise assures the authorities of his 
financial responsibility for the 
future. ; 

The idea is a good one, A large 
number of drivers in Quebec prov- 
ince are operating cars which are 
uninsured and which should be unin- 
surable, which have in fact little 
more than a scrap metal value. 

In the majority ‘of such cases the 
drivers are “judgment proof” in the 
event of an atcident which may. ine 
-volve serious damage to another and 
| perhaps valuable machine or bodily 
injury to its driver, Yet as the law 
is now the: erring driver. may for a 
few dollars pick up another worn. 
out machine and set forth upon the 
road again with very small loss.—
